Dec. IS Deadline 
For Veterans’ Real 
Estate Abatements

cash benefit, Charles N. Colla- 
tos. Commissioner of Veterans' 
Services, advised this week. 

Following 


an agreement with 
all Boards of Assessors through¬ 
out the State, the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration was relieved of the 
expense of mailing more than 
70,000 certifications of War 
Service disabilities to the same 
veterans each year. Now, the 
Veterans Administration simply 
notifies the local assessor when 
a veteran becomes disqualified 
by reduction of his disability be¬ 
low 10’ percent. 

In past years, these certifica¬ 
tion cards served as reminders to 
veterans to apply to their local 
assessors for their real estate 
tax abatements, Commissioner 
Collates explained. 

Many veterans apparently feel 
the tax abatement is automatic 
because many hundreds of veter¬ 
ans have so far failed to apply 
to their assessors for abatement 
forms, Commissioner Colatos re¬ 
ports. Only those veterans who 
did not obtain a certification in 
the past need apply to the Vet¬ 
erans Administration before fil¬ 
ing with their assessors. 

Under Massachusetts law, 
World War I, World War II and 
Korean veterans, plus those who 
served in the Armed Forces since 
February 1, 1955 and who have 
a disability rated at 10 percent 
or more, may be entitled to a 
$2,000 real estate tax exemption, 
or greater, depending on the de¬ 
gree of disability. Widows whose 
husbands died in the service or 
died of service-incurred injuries 
are entitled also, as are Gold 
Star parents of servicemen or 
women who died in active serv¬ 
ice or as a result of wounds iin¬ 
curred in active service.

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takes place. If the process con¬ 
tinue we will be eventually rais¬ 
ing our “beans” on marginal ag¬ 
ricultural land which would 
mean the end of the Agawam 
Farmer.

they really expect the farmer to 
do with his overtaxed land. Now 
that the above proponents are 
safely nestled in their comfort¬ 
able $20,000-$25,000 homes, they 
don’t want anyone with less in¬ 
come than they to own homes in 
Agawaan. And furthermore they 
want the farmer to split his land, 
since lie can’t afford to farm any 
longer into one or two-acre lots 
and sell them to the general 


This past week two meetings 
were held hy groups disturbed 
over existing situations here in 
town. One was composed of a 
group who owned land used for 
farming- and the other apparent- j 
ly opposed to H.U.D. supported I 
housing. 

May I write a few comments 
concerning each. About the alleg¬ 
edly overtaxed farm land, 1 have 
made remarks on previous occa¬ 
sions. 1 still insist that economic¬ 
ally you cannot tax any item to a 
greater extent than its ability to 
produce an income. This ability 
to produce income, by the capital¬ 
ization process, determines the 
value of that producer. A fair 
rate of return must be allowed 
in the capitalization process. A 
“rule of thumb” has usually set 
the rate at 10'- — to use round 
figures, if your income on a piece 
of property netted you, without 
taxes, one thousand dollars, then 
that property should have a mar¬ 
ket value of ten thousand dollars. 
Of your ten percent, earnings, 
three percent should (be allocated 
to taxes using the National 
Average. Again, if your property 
had a value of ten thousand dol¬ 
lars, you should expect to pay 
$300 in taxes per year. I sug¬ 
gest that you use this formula 
on your 1970 tax bill figures to 
note the comparison. If you use 
the formula with farm land, you 
will not be in the "ballpark.” 

So what happened? Somehow, 
somewhere, sometime, someone 
had to make a decision in the 
new appraisals fchaA farm land 
had to be evaluated at its opti¬ 
mum potential. I presume the in¬ 
ference was associated with 
building lots. It is at this point 
that I start my contest with this 


reasoning. First, who is to deter¬ 
mine what that potential is? 
Some .farm land is in industrially 
zoned areas. Are we to believe 
that tomorrow this same land 
will house a prosperous factory 
and assess it today on that poten¬ 
tial. Secondly, it has been admit¬ 
ted that appraisal personnel did 
not actually walk each property 
and resorted primarily to maps 
for information. Reclamation of 
some of our land for its “zoned” 
use could possibly cost several 
times its sale value. And then 
we have the last factor, which 
has been discussed so often, do 
you want any open land left in 
town or is it wiser to turn it all 
into homes. I have read quotes 
wherein only 20% of our land is 
used for building. Has anyone 
calculated what percent is not 
usable without costly reclama¬ 
tion. This is the sad part be¬ 
cause, in reality, the land best 
suited to agriculture, without 
great expense, is well suited for 
house lots and so the transition

That’ the only way 
scent can be transferred to the 
meat. 

Iff the deer has to be dragged 
over a considerable distance, I 
will only slit from the anus to 
the chest cavity, remove the 
stomach, lungs and heart. Put 
the liver and heart in a plastic 
bag, fold the front legs up over 
the neck, tie the drag rope by the 
use of half-hitches around the 
folded legs and neck. This meth¬ 
od will keep the upper part of 
the animal off the ground when 
dragging thus making it easier. 
Iff it is a buck, I fold the legs 
in the same manner, place one 
half-hitch around the neck and 
legs and the final hitch around 
the base of the antlers. The up¬ 
per part .of the body is off the 
ground when dragging. 

However, if the drag is short, 
I will open the deer up from the 
anus to the throat, clean him out 
completely, wipe out the cavity 
with a rag or dry grass. When 
I get the animal home, I wipe 
him out again with a rag soaked 
with water. Some feel that this 
will soften the meat, I haven’t 
found this to be so. 

Don't be careless or indifferent 
with any phase of the operation, 
from the time the deer is down 
to the time it has been cut up and 
packaged for the freezer. It has 
cost you a sizable sum of money 
in the first place, and a sloppy 
job could turn an otherwise deli¬ 
cious meal into a disaster. 


stances when I have come up on 
a hunter that had just clowned a 
deer and he stood helplessly look¬ 
ing down at the animal with the 
knife in his hand not knowing 
what to do first. Sometimes you 
feel magnanimous and take out 
your knife and do the necessary 
task for the tyro. 1 have seen 
Noel Brown do this mjany times. 
Other times, I will just direct 
the operation and let the hunter 
get his hands wet. This way he 
knows when the fun ends and the 
labor begins. 

A difference of opinion seems 
to exist on two phases of field 
dressing a deer. These include 
slitting the throat to facilitate 
bleeding and removing scent 
glands from the legs to prevent 
contamination of the meat. 

According to some, both pro¬ 
cedures are necessary. Anyone 
who has gutted a deer, however, 
knows that internal bleeding 
leaves little room for the throat¬ 
cutting ritual. As for the scent 
glands, if you don’t touch them, 
you won't contaminate the meat 
when you attend to the field
